A failure to conscientiously 
administer the privilege of selling 
beer will eventually result in the agi¬ 
tation for another plebiscite to do 
away with this act and return to the 
cause of prohibition which has been 
disreputably in effect in Alberta for 
the past seven years.

THE DIABOLICAL RAY 

The papers have been largely occu- 
pied recently in reports relative to the 
“Diabolical Ray” which it is claimed 
will do all sorts of terrible things in 
time of war, and which, if reports are 
anywhere near to the truth, would 
make warfare hideous in the extreme 
and would exceed in cruelty and bar¬ 
barity the gas and liquid fire methods 
introduced in the recent great war. 
But why this preparation for war? 
Wh'y be ever on the lookout for more 
and more diabolical means of destruc¬ 
tion of human life and property? 
Would it not be better to instill into 
the hearts and minds of the coming 
generation more ideas of peace and 
brotherly love; more of harmony and 
reason; more of the power of right 
rather than might? While it may be 
true that we should at all times be 
prepared for eventualities, it should be 
possible in this enlightened age to set¬ 
tle-international disputes by means of 
other methods, where reason and jus¬ 
tice might enter into the matter, and 
where brute force, disregard for the 
feelings of others, and the use of the 
most diabolical methods might be rele¬ 
gated to the shades of oblivion. The 
ill-fated League of Nations was a step 
in the right direction, whether one 
might feel inclined to subscribe to all 
its tennets or not; and it should surely 
be possible, to so frame a covenant of 
this kind that all the nations might 
subscribe to it and become parties 
thereto, and then take all possible 
steps to gradually reduce armaments, 
armies, and all that pertains thereto 
till these methods of establishing 
peace might be entirely done away 
with, and the more sane and reason¬ 
able way become the rule of nations. 
Let us hope that this “Diabolical Ray” 
whatever it may be capable of, may 
never need to be brought into requi¬ 
sition, and that the last great war ma\ 
be the final act of this manner of ad¬ 
justing disputes, whether real or ima¬ 
ginary, and that whatever it may be 
capable-of, the secret may be kept till 
such time as absolute necessity might 
justify its use; and this would call for 
some exceedingly grave cause. 

A very small part of a child’s edu¬ 
cation is received in the school room, 
and music is, or should be, a part of 
every child’s training. In communi¬ 
ties where music teachers are not easi¬ 
ly obtained there should be a hearty 
co-operation between the parents, mu¬ 
sic teacher and school teacher, making 
it possible for all those wishing music 
training to take lessons when ever a 
teacher is available. 


PETTY POLITICS 1 

The average citizen has at all times 
and in all ages looked upon those who 
had been elected to represent them in i 
the parliaments of the land as men of ] 
more than ordinary ability, and men i 
of sound judgment, dignity, and good 
common sense. This has particularly 
been the case in parliaments of the ] 
old land, which have been more or less 
models for the newer countries to , 
emulate. But recent events in this 
mother of parliaments must have ap¬ 
peared to many as petty politics of the 
worst kind, when for no very special 
outstanding reason efforts were made 
to overthrow the existing government , 
and cause an election. A few weeks 
ago it was expected that the division 
would result in an adverse vote; but 
this did not happen. Then a few days 
ago the reduction by £100 in the salary 
of the Minister of Labor was to be 
made the test, and it was expected 
that on this paltry move the vote 
would be such as to cause the over¬ 
throw of the existing government, and 
put the country to the expense of hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds for a 
new election. This may not be exact¬ 
ly the deduction to make from these 
happenings; there may be something 
more than this at stake which the ave¬ 
rage citizen may not note. But on the 
surface it would appear that men who 
are entrusted with the responsibility 
of conducting the affairs of the coun¬ 
try economically and well, and in 
whose hands lies the destiny of the na¬ 
tion, might well occupy their time on 
weightier and more important Work, 
and their actions would then not look 
so ridiculous to the average citizen. 

It is true that the acquisition of the 
reins of government by the Labor par¬ 
ty in England was looked on with 
alarm, and the results were very much 
feared. But so far there has been very 
little cause for alarm; there is ample 
opposition to safeguard the interests 
of the country; and at any time it is 
found necessary for good and ample 
cause to overthrow the existing' gov- 
emihent there is plenty of power to 
do so. But in the.meantime, with no¬ 
thing to get alarmed about, it would 
seem folly to us for politicians to 
grasp every possible ^opportunity to 
cause such overthrow merely that the 
vote of the people might again be tak¬ 
en, and the present government's ste¬ 
wardship put to the test, even though , 
it may not Have had time to be given 
a fair trial. Public men should rise 
above such petty politics, and should 
feel in duty bound to use their knew- 
ledge and ability, and their power in . 
the position which they occupy, in the . 
best interests of the country as a , 
whole; and elections and their attend¬ 
ant costs and interference with busi¬ 
ness and social conditions, should not | 
be brought on except at the proper pe¬ 
riods, or in case some really momen¬ 
tous condition may justify it.

Great satisfaction With the opera¬ 
tion of the Alberta Government seed 
cleaning plant and a request for its 
continued operation was expressed at 
a meeting of the executive of the Al¬ 
berta Seed Growers Association last 
week. The management of the plant 
and marketing of nearly 68,000 bush¬ 
els of high class seed under the direc¬ 
tion of W.' J. Stephen, Field Crops 
Commissioner, was particularly com¬ 
mended. The plant during the season 
handled 22,823 bushels of Marquis 
wheat seed, 3,160 bushels of Ruby 
wheat, 23,073 bushels of Victory oats, 
17,862 bushels of Banner oats, and 684 
bushels of Bark’s barley. Prices net 
to the seed growers ranged as high as 
$1.50 per bushel for seed wheat, and 
84 cents net for oats._ The deduction 
to cover all charges of operation and 
freight charges amounted to only 25 
cents per bushel. The executive ex¬ 
pressed its appreciation of the offer of 
the Calgary Board of Trade of prizes 
for winners from Alberta at Chicago. 
The seed board of the Province moot¬ 
ing at the same time, recommended 
that the annual seed fair next year be 
held at Calgary.

WHAT TREES CAN DO 

Mr. John Hamilton, a well known 
farmer near Lethbridge, Alberta, is 
one of those fortunates who hav.e nev¬ 
er had a crop failure. This consum¬ 
mation, however, cannot be placed to 
the credit of any god luck, but due to 
a breezy philosophy that may be sum¬ 
med up briefly as “hard work and 
faith and a sagacious insight into the 
value of tree planting.” Less than 12 
years ago Mr. Hamilton left Ireland 
with hardly any money beyond his 
fare tt> Canada, but today he stands at 
the door of his cosy,\ tree sheltered 
bungalow commanding broad fields of 
wheat, green garden^ and a lake 
scooped out of the prairie, gleaming 
brightly in the distance, a contented, 
independent man, a leader in the com¬ 
munity and an authority on all points 
of irrigation farming. An Irishman 
born, the scenic transformation now 
so resembling home leaves Mr. Hamil¬ 
ton with no regrets on coming out to 
Canada or homesickness to return. 
When Jojin Hamilton'first settled on 
his land the adjacent barns and stable 
stood oh a treeless and, windswept 
prairie. There were no substantial 
trees flanking the home, no green 
hedges dividing the highly productive 
kitchen garden from the farm acreage, 
no vegetable or fruit plots or long 
rows of tomato vines. The garden, 
now, for its size, is one of the most 
productive in Alberta; the farm but¬ 
ter has taken first prize at-the provin¬ 
cial fair. In the house are cups, me¬ 
dals and trophies won at fairs and ex¬ 
hibitions, a new potato is being devel¬ 
oped and Mr. Hamilton can give ex¬ 
pert advice on soils and the advantag¬ 
es of irigation over dry farming. The 
farm is one of the best kept and best 
paying in the province. Farming is a 
pleasure. These horticultural results 
and the transformation of the scene, 
as by a magician’s wand, at first ren¬ 
dered impossible of attainment on a 
store-swept prairie, have been accom¬ 
plished in all their wonderful profusi¬ 
on by reason of Mr. Hamilton’s tree 
■planting work. 


CANADA'S WEALTH 

*- —•—»— 

Canada’s national wealth in 1921 
$22,195,000,000, according to a report 
issued by the Dominion bureau of sta¬ 
tistics which has concluded a suivey of 
the tangible wealth of the Dominion in 
that year by the inventory method. 

In the tabulation agricultural wealth 
comes first with $7,982,871,120, nearly 
36 per cent of the total, and about 
$908 per head of population. Of the 
provinces, Ontario ranks first with an 
estimated aggregate wealth of $7,358,- 
000,000, which is about 33 per cent 06 
the total wealth. 

Quebec comes next with $5,541,819,- 
967. Saskatchewan is estimated at 
$2,845,642,000, Alberta at $1,950,073,- 
000, Manitoba $1,650,495,000, British 
Columbia $,1,365,896,120,' Nova Scotia 
$752,697,986, New Brunswick $597,- 
596,000, Prince Edward Island $119,- 
912,000 and the Yukon $16,869,(UK). 

While Ontario led in absolute wealth 
the western provinces, came fir^t in 
per capita wealth. The Yukon leads 
with $4,058, Saskatchewan had $3,757, 
Alberta $3,317, Manitoba $2,705„ Brit¬ 
ish Columbia $2,604, Ontario $2,507, 
Quebec $2,347, New Brunswick $1,514, 
Nova Scotia $4,437, ..Prince Edward 
Island $1,353. 

For the whole dominion the aggre¬ 
gate per capita wealth was $2,523. 

Next to agricultural wealth and ur¬ 
ban real property, Canada’s invest¬ 
ments in steam railways and their 
equipment is the highest factor being 
estimated at $2,159,218,000; the valua¬ 
tion of urban property, based on re¬ 
ports of municipal assessors being 
$5,751,505,000. The value of forests is 
placed at nearly two billions, the ma¬ 
nufacturers at $1,972,000,000.

SUCCESS OF CANADA 

* - "'Xi 

In an article entitled “Pull Together 
and Pull Through,” the Prince of 
Wales, in “The World Today” deals 
with his visits to various parts of the 
British Empire. Of Canada he says: 
“The union of England and Scotland 
has been in existence for two centu¬ 
ries; the union of the British and 
French in Canada has been in exist¬ 
ence for little more than half a cen¬ 
tury—but who can doubt that the 
union in Canada will produce as great, 
as powerful, as united a nation as the 
British nation itself No one can read 
Canadian history—much less can any¬ 
one travel in Canada, as I have done— 
without realizing that the spirit and 
genius of both races are closely in¬ 
terwoven throughout the great Do¬ 
minion, not only in the east, but in 
the west, where both races share the 
honors of the early explorers and pio¬ 
neers. “But what is the secret of the 
success of British policy in this res¬ 
pect ? I can see that the secret in Ca¬ 
nada is just the same as in Great Bri¬ 
tain. It lies in freedom and mutual 
respect—freedom of language, free¬ 
dom of religion, freedom of speech. I 
have been right across the continent to 
Vancouver Island and back again, 
which enables me to look better upon 
Canada as a whole, and I think I can 
best express myself in military terms. 
The western provinces are like the out¬ 
posts of the nation, held by the most 
gallant and enterprising outpost 
troops, who are continually pushing 
forward into the No Man’s Land of the 
great northwest. Ontario and the 
east is still the main body of the na¬ 
tion and the main line of resistance. 
I was much impressed by all I saw in 
the west and was attracted by the 
young and free spirit which I found 
there and realized what a great future 
and development lies before it. Travel¬ 
ing back to the east in southern and 
western Ontario I was mucli impress¬ 
ed by the orderly and settled look of 
the whole country, which has a strong 
resemblance to the English country¬ 
side and is such a great contrast to 
the west. Knowing that Ontario was 
practically virgin land only a century 
ago, I am full of admiration for what 
three or four vigorous generations can 
accomplish.”

British aviators have been compel¬ 
led to bomb the towns of Ramandy, 
Kirkuk and Sueimaniee, as a result of 
a Kivid insurrection in Mesopotamia. 

John M. Imrie of the Edmonton 
Journal, was elected president of the 
Canadian Daily Newspapers Associa¬ 
tion at its annuaj meeting held in Van¬ 
couver last week. 

A steady increase in the volume df 
wheat exports from Canada is noted in 
the monthly statement issued by the 
Bureau of Statistics. In April, 1924, 
6,085,465 bushels in alLwere exported 
as against 5,143,304 in April, 1923, In¬ 
cluded in these figures are 32,805 bush¬ 
els sent to the United States, 2,972,469 
to the United Kingdom and 3,080,191 
to other countries. 

With unusual activity already exist¬ 
ing in ocean passenger traffic to and 
from St. Lawrence ports, steamship 
officials state that* the coming season I 
promises to be the best in many years j 
in this respect. Large numbers" of! 
Americans as well as Canadians are' 
now using the St. Lawrence route to j 
and from Europe and the names of I 
passengers from south of the border I 
figure largely in the passenger list. I 

Comparative figures on the hydro 
power installed in the United States , 
and Canada, show , that the latter is 
far in the lead in the matter of horse 
power installed per 1,000 of popula¬ 
tion. According to the latest figures 
the United States has 10,455,000 h.p. I 
of installed water power, as against 
Canada’s water power installations of 
5,227,414 h.p. The horse power per 
thousand population in the United 
States is 95 h.p., but in Canada it is 
350 h.p. per 1,000 people. 

Radio has already proved a valuable 
help to the immigration authorities in 
placing immigrants on the land. The 
Winnipeg offices recently wired infor¬ 
mation to Saskatoon announcing the 
arrival of farm laborers seeking work. 
This was broadcast all over Saskat¬ 
chewan and within twenty-four hours 
applications for workers were pourinp 
in to the authorities. The experiment 
was such a decided su’ccess that it i 
probable the radio will be utilized ex¬ 
tensively in the future in the placing 
of men on the farms. About five farm¬ 
ers in ten, it is estimated, have radio 
receiving sets. 
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Shipments of grain from Vancou¬ 
ver for the 1923-24 season have now 
passed the 41,000,000 bushel mark. 
Officials estimate that the 60,000,- 
000 bushel mark set for the season 
will he surpassed in the near future. 


Reports from England state that 
it has been universally conceded that 
Canada’s pavilion was in the be«t 
condition when the King opened the 
British Empire Exhibition at Wem¬ 
bley on April 23rd. “It was the 
Canadian building,” the reports said, 
“spick and span and complete to 
the last nail that led all others in 
the race to. the finish in time for 
to-da-y’s official opening.” 

Over 3,000 settlers left Liverpool 
for Canada on April 24th. Thirteen 
hundred of these sailed on the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific liner “Montcalm,” in¬ 
cluding a party of 200 skilled work¬ 
ers from Manchester. 38 belonging 
to engineering traded; 40 to build¬ 
ing, trades and 42 farm bends. 
Eighty skilled workers from Leeds 
and a party of engineers from Bar- 
Tow-in-Furness were also on board. 


ITEMS OF INTEREST 


Canadian farm products shipped to 
the United States during the seven 
months ended April totalled $43,285,- 
012 as against $32,107,891 during the 
corresponding seven months two years 
ago. 

During the month of-April 19,330 
immigrants entered Canada, as com¬ 
pared with 950 in April, 1923, accord¬ 
ing to figures deceived by the Canadi¬ 
an National Railways from the de¬ 
partment of immigration. Of those ad¬ 
mitted, 9,410 were British, 1,838 were 
from the United States, and 8,028 
were from otWr countries. 

Newsprint production in Canada 
amounted to 115,572 tons during the 
month of April, the highest monthly 1 
total yet recorded, according to a bul -1 
letin issued by the Canadian Pulp ahd j 
Paper Association. During the first j 
four months of the year production in [ 
Canadian mills exceeded that for. the! 
corresponding four months of 1923 by 
approximately 50,000 tons, or 12 per 1 
cent. Total production for 1924 was 
449,649, as compared with 399,909 in I 
the first quarter of 1923.

The total number obtain¬ 
ed compares favorably with the 
average collections of recent years 
and is sufficient. to fill all tha 
hatcheries on the Great Lakes en¬ 
gaged in the propagation of salmon 
trout.

Graphic and interesting educa¬ 
tional motion pictures will bring 
Alberta’s various resources to the 
eyes of those who attend the British 
Empire Exhibition this vear. In 
addition to pictures illustfating the 
life of Alberta’s citizens on the 
farms, ’on the ranches and in the 
mining districts, charts will be used 
to bring out interesting compilations 
of statistics illustrative of the prov¬ 
ince’s agricultural and industrial 
output. 


Carrying an invitation to the 
President of’ the United States to 
attend the celebrations of the 140th 
anniversary of the* settlement of 
Upper Canada by the United Em¬ 
pire Loyalists, which will be held 
in June, Miss G. Lazier, herself a 
descendant of the Lqyalists, left 
Belleville recently on horseback to 
ride to Washington alone, a dis¬ 
tance of 600 miles. Elaborate ar- 
rangemgnts for the celebrations ara 
being made and it is expected that 
thousands of visifcrs will attend. 

An attractive booklet entitled. 
“A Week in' Quebec in the Spring’’ 
by Betty Thornlcy, internationally 
known writer associated with 
“Vogue” and other magazines, has 
just been added to the serie-s of 
[-artistic pamphlets published by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. It de¬ 
scribes the Ancient Capital and ito 
environs, in illustrated by many 
striking photographs and bound in 
a rover which reproduces in natural 
colors the pattern of cloth called 
catalogne, woven by Quebec habitant 
women.

Some excep¬ 
tionally good bucking horses were pro-' 
vided for these two events and some 
thrills were had. No roping contests 
were held. Geo. Eshwich had secur¬ 
ed his beer license and the hotel was 
open for business for the first time. 
It was a very popular place for the 
day and did a large business. The re¬ 
sults of the day were satisfactory to 
the management, both financially and 
otherwise. 


Miss Flores La Due (Mrs. Guy Wea- 
dick) will not participate actively in 
the Calgary stampede competitions 
but will be with them in spirit and cos¬ 
tumes in making the affair a success. 

The largest shipment of bedding 
plants in the history of the west was 
handled last week by the Canadian 
National Railways from St. Boniface 
to Brandon, Man. The shipment was 
made up of 80,000 tefmato and flower 
plants and occupied the entire car. 

Canada’s latest wheat champion is' 
Major Strange, of Fenn, Alta., who 
won in 1023, the first prize for wheat 
on the continent at the Chicago Grain 
exhibition. Canada has thus secured 
the world wheat championship for the 
twelfth time in thirteen years, a re¬ 
markable record. 

John D. Rockefeller is supposed to 
be the richest man in the world. He is 
supposed to be worth well over a bil¬ 
lion dollars,. Jlenry Fdrd, according to 
a recent estimate, is worth about sev¬ 
en hundred million dollars.' Edison is 
not rated as a very rich man. He is 
probably worth a few million. 

Arthur Hesketh, former staff in¬ 
spector at the headquarters of the Ca¬ 
nadian National Railways, has taken 
up the duties of superintendent of in- 
vestigation for the western region, 
with headquarters at Winnipeg, which 
was made vacant recently by the 
death of J. M. Bannerman. 

Wheat is going up in price. These 
people who each fall tell the farmer 
that he has to take what he can get 
for his product because there is no 
market for it, seem to do so for a 
purpose. Those who are in the Wheat 
Pool, or who have held their grain, 
should benefit by the rise in prices. 

After an epidemic had been checked 
an old negress protested -vigorously 
when the health officers started to 
take down the sign they had put up on 
her house. “Why don’t you want us 
to take it down?” one of the officers 
asked. “-’Ere ain’t be’n a bill collec- 
tah neah dis house sence dat sign was 
railed up. Yo-all please let it alone.” 

The Alberta Wheat Pool members 
finished their balloting on Tuesday of 
this week for delegates to attend the 
annual convention, and it is estimat¬ 
ed that fully double the number of 
votes were cast at this election than 
vyere cast last year, showing the in¬ 
creased interest now being taken in 
the propogation of the pool. 

From 15,000 to 20,000 Scandinavians 
are expected to enter Canada during 
the coming summer, according to esti¬ 
mates made by officials of the various 
Scandinavian steamship lines. The 
heaviest immigration will probably be 
from Sweden with Norway a close se¬ 
cond. Most of the prospective immi¬ 
grants are said to be farmers, and 
plan to settle in Western Canada. 

It is stated in a cable from Moscow 
that the Ukraine Agricultural Bank 
intends to make a preliminary pur¬ 
chase of 1,000 horses from Canada at 
once and later this year will make 
more purchases, the total amounting 
to 30,000 horses. Arrangements are 
being made to supply poor peasants 
with the Canadian horses on a credit 
basis. 

The first entire shipload of Cana¬ 
dian flour has arrived in Hong Kong, 
according to advices received by a 
western milling company. The ship¬ 
ment, which constitutes an innovation 
in the history of trade, oontaine'd 
7,000 tons of flour and was shipped 
from Port Colbome, Ont, making the 
trip $o Hong Kong from Baltimore, 
via the Manama canal, in 55 days. 

It is reported that there is an over¬ 
production of automobiles in the U.S. 
and that storage warehouses of manu¬ 
facturers are crowded with new ma¬ 
chines. The result is not the cause of 
■a falling off in the purchase of pars 
by -the public, as the market was 
greater in 1924 than in 1923 when the 
demand was greater than the produc¬ 
tion. In anticipation of still larger 
market for 1924 the manufacturers 
immersely increased their output with 
the rbove present results. 

Canada leads the world in the perl 
capita consumption of electric energy, 
according to statistics compiled by the 
bureau of statistics. Each inhabitant, 
of this country consumed 820 kilowatt 
hours of electrical energy in a year. 
There is an electric meter installed in 
Canada for every five inhabitants. I 
There is 454 h.p. installed in Canada 
for every 1,000 of population. The 
present recorded water power resourc¬ 
es of Canada will permit of a turbine 
installation of 41,700,000 horse power, 
of which to-day 3,260,000 are installed. 


Sittings of the Dominion Railway 
Commission will be held in Alberta 
shortly, when in behalf of the Alberta 
Government, A. Chard, Freight Sup¬ 
ervisor, will bring up several matters 
including an application for stop-over 
milling-in-transit rates on lumber 
shipped from-saw mills in the nort 
country to outside points. At present 
this lumber rqust be sent to Edmonton, 
for milling, and the full rate paid in 
re-shipment from Edmonton. 

Toronto University has awarded the 
McCharles prize to the manager of the 
Trail Smelter for his work in connec¬ 
tion with electrolytic zinc. Manager 
Blaylock has accepted the prize, but 
only, he says, as master of a team, 
other members of his staff, whom he 
names, deserving equal honor. Another 
example of good team work. The in¬ 
sulin discovery was one. In union there 
is strength, especially if the combina¬ 
tion is united by enthusiasm and loyal¬ 
ty to an ideal. 

Grain exports from Vancouver since 
the beginning of the crop season on 
September 1st to date have reached 
the 46,000,000 bushel mark. Since the 
beginning of the season 138 deep sea 
ships loaded wheat for the United 
Kingdom or Europe. About 100 of 
these loaded full cargoes. Some of 
them are repeat charters, others are 
liners. To the Orjent 75 ships depart¬ 
ed during the period and thirteen to 
South America, Central America, Mex¬ 
ico and New Zealand. All told to 
March 31, a fleet of 226 deep sea ship4 
departed from Vancouver with West¬ 
ern Canada wheat since September. 

Before the dawn of the motor-car 
age. a passing motorist picked up a 
farmer who had never before seen an 
automobile. The farmer was duly im¬ 
pressed and delighted. To impress him 
still more, the motorist put his foot 
on the accelerator and for six or sevSn 
miles they tore along like the wind. 
Then something went wrong wdth the 
steering-gear and they ran into a tree. 
The-farmer and motorist alighted un¬ 
hurt on a bank of moss. The car was 
not damaged. “That was fine,” said the 
farmer, as he gotup. “We sartinly 
went the pace. Tell me this, though 
—how do you stop her when there 
ain’t no trees?” ^
